THE HELPFUL VACATION 


The timely question of '‘vacation" 
was enlivened the other day by a dis­ 
cussion in the “Hundred Year Club” 
of New York. 
Its annual banquet was 
devoted to the discussion. 
The man 
who presided over the banquet 
was 
94 years old, and responses to toasts 
were made by several who “had not 
tasted tea, coffee or 
medicine 
for 
fifty years.” 
The views of such men upon "Vaca­ 
tion'’ as a restorative and means 
of 
prolonging life are necessarily of high 
practical value. 
The man who has 
lived to be almost a hundred may not 
be supremely wise in all things, but 
it must be admitted on all sides that 
he lias "staying power." 
Perhaps tile most instructive 
ad­ 
dress was by a member 
who 
had 
made a close study of tile art of liv- j 
ing in this country and in Europe a n d : 
who declares that Americans try 
to 
crowd into one day that to which Eu-j 
rollcalls would devote two or three 
days. 
This habit applies to vacations 
as well as to work. The European not 
only takes more vacations than 
the 
American, but he leaves all care and 
thought of work behind him; vacation: 
with him is not a frantic effort to see 
how much he can see or do in a g iv en : 
time; he selects a favored spot, ar­ 
ranges for ilia special needs, and stays 
there, resting, happy and contented. 
He is a stranger to 
the 
American 
habit of Hitting from place to place. 
To him a vacation is a different m at­ 
ter from traveling to see tile sights 
There is much in this that merits 
serious consideration by 
Americans, 
who are prone to make 
a 
hurried, 
strenuous, nerve-racking altair of 
a 
vacation. 
We have not acquired the 
line art of intelligent loafing. 
Another venerable speaker advocat­ 
ed tent life as the solution of the prob­ 
lem. 
He had been "a dweller in tents 
for fifty years" and claimed that tent 
dwelling greatly adds to the probabil­ 
ity of living a century. 
Of course these venerable gentle­ 
men discuss the question only 
from 
the standpoint of longevity. 
It is by 
no means certain that everybody cares 
to live one hundred years. 
Hut it is 
certain that every sane man desires 
to live In good health and with fullest 
strength as long as lie does live, and 
there is no better means of doing til is 
than 
by 
sensible 
vacations 
inter­ 
spersed between periods of hard la­ 
bor. 
But any fixed rules for vacation are 
impossible. 
The 
vacation 
that 
is 
most helpful is determined largely by 
each individual’s 
employment, 
tem ­ 
perament, physical condition and t h e ,

When disasters happen in English 
jurisdiction, there is no question of 
prompt action or intelligent investi­ 
gation.

inefficiency, j not stop there, 
some kind of an investigating

gets to work. That its efforts are not I 
always intelligent is suggested by the 
historic question asked in

tauic investigation, “Did she go down 
by the bow or head?” 
After a week or two the newspapers 
find some oilier subject makes more 
taking 
headlines. 
They 
quit 
for 
fresher tales of sorrow, love, or in­ 
trigue.

its dull way, and usually finds some 
underling responsible. 
Or it is de­ 
clared to be u case of no one to blame, 
or an "Aet of God."

From the Los Angeles Financial News 
Gas Company Asks Injunction 
In a voluminous bill in equity filed in the U nited 
S tates D istrict Court in Los Angeles the Southern 
C alifornia Gas Company declares that “the gas rate 
fixed by the city of Los Angeles is unreasonable, un­ 
fair and confiscatory,” and prays for an injunction 
restraining the city, the City Council and Mayor Rose 
from enforcing the ordinance fixing the rate and 
also prays the court to declare the ordinance void. 
T he com plainant avers th a t the ordinance is in vio­ 
lation of the fourteenth am endm ent to the Constitu­ 
tion of the U nited States, because its 
operation 
would have the effect of confiscating property; th a t 
it is discrim inatory because the Southern California 
Edison Company, w hich supplies only 
of I per 
cent of the total am ount consumed for domestic 
puprposes, is favored, and th at the rates are arb i­ 
trary , by virtue of the fact th at the rates heretofore 
have been consistently reduced In accordance w ith 
th e dem ands of the people from SO cents per 1000 
cubie feet to TO cents. The ordinance becam e ef­ 
fective on the 25th inst. 
The com plainant corporation asserts th at the rates 
w ere fixed largely through an investigation of the 
Los Angeles Gas and E lectric Corporation, th a t the 
conditions are different and apply in slight degree 
or not at all to the Southern California Gas Company. 
It is further alleged th at the hearing before the 
City Council brought out no evidence in favor of a 
low er rate and th at the only relevant testim ony 
given at th at hearing w as by employees of gas cor­ 
porations. The com pany declares its w illingness to 
furnish gas at retail at 70 cents per thousand cubic 
feet. In this connection it states th a t even th at rate 
does not return a fair com pensation, but that Hie 
superior quality of natural gas will lead to greater 
consum ption and increased business and th at ulti­ 
m ately it appears th a t the company can retail gas 
a t th a t figure. The com plainant says th at the gas 
is supplied to the consum ers of this city in the fol­ 
lowing proportion: Los Angeles Gas and Electric 
C orporation, 78 per cent; Southern. California Gas 
Company, 14 per cent; Economic Gas Company, 7% 
per cent and the Southern California Edison Com­ 
pany, one-half per cent. The m anner in which natural 
gas has been brought to this city from the Midway 
fields and the m ethods of financing the project are 
described in the com plaint at length. 
It is declared th at John M artin of San Francisco 
and associates in Los Angeles made a twenty-year 
co ntract with the Honolulu Consolidated Oil Com­ 


p a n y for the purchase of gas at the fields at 5 cents 
per thousand feet. T he contract stipulates th at an 
average of 15,000,000 feet daily was to be delivered 
the first year, 20,000,000 feet the second year and 
25,000,000 feet thereafter during the life of the con­ 
tract. It was a p art of the contract it is declared 
th a t M artin should build a transm ission line to this 
city. 
“The Midway Gas Company was then organized and 
a transm ission line, tw elve and three-fourths inches 
in diam eter was built from T aft to W est Glendale 
a t a cost of $1,550,000. The Midway Gas Company 
issued and sold $1,500,000 of 6 per cent bonds. The 
gas rights of the com pany w ere leased to the South­ 
ern California Gas Company December 5, 1911, for a 
period of tw enty years, the latter company assum ­ 
ing th e obligations of the contract with the Hono­ 
lulu Consolidated Oil Company. The plaintiff corpor­ 
ation, the com plaint says, also had the right to drill 
for gas a t its own expense and was to pay for such 
gas as was developed in this m anner 3' cents per 
thousand feet. 
“The plaintiff corporation declares it has acquired 
w ells and equipm ent am ounting to $899,748.66. It is 
now constructing a low pressure line from the Mid­ 
way fields to the m ain transm ission line a t a cost 
of $72,658.66, costing $22,466.33, and it is asserted 
th a t more than th at m ust be expended. The cost 
of replacing gaskets is given as $49,530.68. 
The 
plaintiff asserts th at in fixing the wholesale rate a t 
14 cents, the State Railroad Commission failed to 
consider th at the consum ption is not uniform and 
th at, as a m atter of fact, the actual cost to the com­ 
pany exclusive of depreciation, etc., is greater than 
14 cents. The replacem ent value of the com pany’s 
property, exclusive of good will, franchise and go­ 
ing value, is given as $2,250,000. 
“All the gas com panies have protested on the 
grounds th a t the rates are too low, and there are 
about 2000 individual protests asking for a lower 
ra te than th at set by the Public U tilities Commis­ 
sion—52 cents per 1000 cubic feet for natural gas, 
and 68 cents for artificial gas, At the harbor the 
rate is $1.25 per 1000 cubic feet, for both gases.” 


To Dissolve Steel Company 
Action to dissolve the United States Steel Corpor­ 
ation was instituted O ctober 26, 1911. The record 
in th e case covers several volumes or 23,200 type­ 
w ritten pages. Announcem ent has ju st been made 
th at Judge Buffington, w ith Judges Gray and Mc­ 
Pherson will, in the U nited States Court in Philadel­ 
phia, on October 20, hear final argument in the 
m atter. 


Cut Price Export Oil 
The Standard Oil Company of New York has 
made a reduction of IO points in the price of re­ 
fined petroleum for export, m aking refined in tanks, 
5 cen ts per gallon, refined in cases, l l cents and 
Standard white ut New York and Philadelphia, 8% 
cents. 


Conditions on Coast Ideal 
“A gricultural conditions in C alifornia are in many 
respects ideal. H ay and grain crops bid fair to break 
all records. Our principal export grain crop—barley 
—will be one <jf the biggest in the lisitory of the 
State. C onservative estim ates place the yield for this 
year at more than 800,000 tons. Feed is abundant and 
cheap, and this fact has an im portant bearing on 
the supply and cost of food, especially meat and 
dairy products,” is the view taken by the American 
N ational Bank of San Francisco in its regular monthly 
le tte r this month. Continuing, the le tte r says: 
“F ru its will show a large yield, though in some 
products the outlook is not so favorable as it w as 
a month ago. Especially is this true of prunes, which 
have been dropping badly. C herries and apricots are 
going forward to E astern m arkets, w ith very satis­ 
factory returns to growers. The first canteloupes 
w ere shipped from the Im perial Valley in April, and 
the season’s output from th at section is expected to 
reach 5000 cars. Shipm ents of oranges and lemons 
from the State to May l l totalled 20,051 cars, as com­ 
pared w ith 13,057 cars to the sam e d ate last year. 
“Increased production and low er prices 
are 
the 
features of the oil industry. The S tate’s production 
for the first quarter of the year w as 25,476,900 bar­ 
rels, an increase of about 2,600,000 barrels over the 
sam e period last year. The average daily output of 
the wells in M arch was 286,591 barrels, breaking all 
previous records. It is gratifying to the sense of 
pride to note the world-wide attention given to Cali­ 
fornia’s oilfields, but disquieting to the sense of pa­ 
triotism to find control of some of the largest proper­ 
ties passing into foreign hands, w ith the purpose in 
part if riot mainly, of providing a dependable source 
of fuel for foreign battleships. 
“The financial situation in C alifornia and on the P a­ 
cific Coast generally, is much b etter than it was a 
year ago. W hile money is neither excessively abun­ 
d an t nor unduly cheap, comm ercial funds are readily 
accessible for all proper business purposes. Banks 
are investing confidently in prim e commercial paper 
at rates they would have scorned last year. Munici­ 
pal bonds and first-class utility issues find a ready 
m arket among investors. The only disturbing feature 
is the distress into which some of our larger utility 
corporations have drifted through im proper or in­ 
adequate financing.” 


In New Mexico Oil Fields 
Two new com panies in the Pecos oil fields of New 
Mexico, with offices at Carlsbad, Eddy County, New 
Mexico, filed incorporation papers w ith the State 
Corporation Commission. One is the Andrews Oil 
and Gas Company, with S. D. Stennis, Jr., as statu ­ 
tory agent. 
The com pany is capitalized at $250,000, 
divided into 250,000 shares at $1. The incorporators 
are: M. F. Stillwell of Bartlesville, Okla., $1600; May 
D. Stillwell, $100; W illiam II. Andrew's, Albuquerque, 
$100; A. L. Bentley and S. D. Stennis, Jr., both of 
Carlsbad, each $100. 
The other company, the Southw estern Petroleum 
Company, w ith J. A. Johnson as agent, is capital­ 
ized a t $50,000, divided into 50,000 sh ares at $1 and 
begins w ith $2500. The incorporators are: Charles 
A. Man of Los Angeles, $2300; J. W. Armstrong and 
C. M. B otts of Carlsbad, $100 each. 


State Insurance Fees 
A statem ent issued by the S tate Industrial Acci­ 
dent Commission im parts the inform ation th at premi­ 
um s aggregating $350,000 and representing an an­ 
nual payroll of $50,000,000 had been w ritten by the 
State Compensation Fund, operating under the W ork­ 
m en’s Compensation Act, during the four and a half 
m onths of its operation. The statem en t declares the 
am ount is $100,000 more than it w as estim ated would 
be w ritten for the entire year. The accidents rec­ 
orded numbered 9S0. In addition the commission re­ 
ports 99 \ 'z per cent of every IOO claim s for compen­ 
sation have been handled prom ptly and to the en­ 
tire satisfaction of the workers as well as the em­ 
ployers. 
- 
Price Current Crop Review 
The Cincinnati Price Current, in its weekly re­ 
view of Crop conditions this week says: 
“There are persistent reports of dam age to w inter 
w heat by H essian fly in Illinois, M issouri, and Kan­ 
sas, but the extent of the dam age done is uncertain. 
W e do not believe the total production has been ma­ 
terially reduced as yet, although the situation ap­ 
pears to be som ewhat critical. 
“Slaughtering of hogs. W est, 453,000, compared 
w ith 392,000, the previous week, and 556,000 the 
sam e tim e year ago. Total from M arch 1st to date, 
4,531,000 as com pared with 5,039,700 last year.”
